Secretary of the Army Stanley

that the United States will not 
be the first to use killing and

The President’s renunciation 
of any use of germ or biological 
wea pons caused military lead­ 
ers no pain either. 


From a military standpoint, 
biological weapons hav e many 
serious limitations, including a 
short life of only three to six 
monts in most, ca ses and trou­ 
bles in storing them under con­ 
stant refrigeration to prev ent 
deterioration. 


Also, ex perts sa y germs are 
difficult to deliv er effectiv ely 
a ga inst targets. Among other 
things, the germ organisms die 
quickly when ex posed to ultrav i­ 
olet ra y s in the atmosphere. 


The Pentagon told Congress 
earlier this y ear: 
—The United .States could not 
launch an immedia te, ma ssiv e 
retaliatory chemica l or biologi­ 
cal attack. The technical ca pa ­ 
bility to do this has be n dev el­ 
oped, but it has not been judged 
necessa ry or desirable to pro­ 
cure and install the weapons 
sy stem s for this purpose.

U.S. inv entories are adequate 
for tactical response against en­ 
em y milita ry forces, but not for 
stra tegic nationwide attack.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon announced today a de­ 
cision to reduce military person­ 
nel abroad by 15,000. At the 
sa me time the White House said 
it is closing down 19 consular 
posts, 17 in the western hemi­ 
sphere.

nounced by Secretary of De­ 
fense Melvin R. Laird, is part of 
an ov er-all effort to reduce the 
U.S. presence abroad. 
The White House said reduc­ 
ing the consular posts is a mov e 
to help solv e 
the bothersome 
balance of pa y ments problem. 
Laird said his department is 
also doing a wa y with about 3.8 25 
civ ilian jobs in foreign areas. 
The sav ings hoped to be real­ 
ized by the three actions will a p­ 
prox imate $50 million annually , 
officials said. 
The milita ry cuts are part of 
prev iously announced plans to 
slash the strength of U.S. armed 
forces ov er-all by about 225,000 
this y ear,

Nix on

earlier this y ea r he wanted to 
make a 10 per cent reduction in 
U.S. personnel located in for­ 
eign areas. 
P^x empted from the military 
cut. Laird said, are such a rea s 
as West Germany , South Korea, 
South Vietnam and other a rea s 
supporting the war effort. 
Biggest manpower reduction 
comes in the Pacific command 
which is giv ing 10,9 65 military 
spaces. A total of about 1.400 
military jobs are being elimi­ 
nated in Europe.

The Labor Department re-! 
ported that wholesale prices of 
farm products rose 2.3 per cent 
this month, an increase almost 
sure to be at least partly trans­ 
lated into higher grocery prices 
within the next month or so. 


The report followed by three 
(lays the Bureau of Labor Statis-I 
tics’ monthly report on consum 


or prices, which showed that liv­ 
ing costs in October continued 
climing at an annual rate of 
nearly 6 per cent despite a 
slight drop in retail food prices 
last month.

November jump in farm prices 
combined with a lesser rise for 
industrial raw materials to push 
the bureau's Wholesale Price 
Index up four-tenths of one per 
cent to 114.5. 


AVER AGE PR ODUCTS 


This means it cost wholesal­ 
ers $114.50 this month on the av­ 


erage for farm products, proc­ 
essed foods and feeds and indus­ 
trial raw materials worth $100 
in the 1957-59 period on which 
the index is based. 
The wholesale report is pre­ 
liminary and subject to change 
when more complete figures are 
in. Several times this year, the 
preliminary report has been re­ 
vised upward later. 
The big rise in farm products 
prices, largest since May, is 


likely to show up fairly soon in 
consumer prices.

The renewed rise in wholesale 
prices, up four-tenths each the 
past two months after three 
straight monthly hikes of only 
one-tenth, appears a strong indi­ 
cation of continued hikes in liv­ 


ing costs. 
However, Popkin told a re­ 
porter. this month’s rise of two- 
tenths of one per cent in whole­ 
sale prices of industrial raw 
materials is considerably below 
the average monthly increase 
since mid-1969. 


Popkin said that food is a 
“ volatile” 
item, 
subject 
to 
sharp ups and downs depending 
on crop conditions and demand 
factors. Thus, food prices are 


less likely than industrial raw 
material prices to be perma­ 
nently built 
into the nation's 
price structure. 
Also, he said, retailers do not 
always mark up the full amount 
of wholesale increases if profit 
margins are high enough to ab­ 
sorb them. Sometimes, too, he 
added, retailers do not always 
mark down grocery prices the 
full amount when they decline 
at wholesale.

Jewish Girl Plays 


Role of Puerto Rican

If you watch Shelly Morrison 
as Sister Sixto in ABC-TV's 
“ Flying Nun” series, there are 
no two ways about it — you 
are convinced sh ; a Puerto 
Rican doing her best to master 
the Knglish language. 
She is the most convincing, 
likeable Puerto Rican you ever 
have seen — which, she says, 
with a grin, is a pretty unlikely 
situation 
because 
she’s 
a 
Turkish Jew from the Bronx. 
“ Who lives with her mother 
in a four-unit kibbutz in Los 
Angeles, surrounded by won­ 
derful old Jewish ladies who 
give me some of Mrs. Malaprop 
lines I use on the show now 
and then,” she adds. 
Actually, Shelley is a hand­ 
some girl with an open face 
and big brown eyes — she says 
they’re black — who. as a 
character 
actress 
rather 
an 
ingenue, 
can 
play 
a 
dozen 
different nationalities or races. 
She was an Indian on “ Laredo” 
and she was cast as a Spanish 
housekeeper in the film. “ Hail 
Hero.” “ Except,” she notes, “ I 
backed 
out 
of 
the 
picture 
because I learned I w'as sup­ 
posed to do a nude scene that 
wasn’t in the original, script. 
‘Me?’ I told them, horrified. ‘I ’d 
faint!’ ” 
An ambitious young actress 
from 
her 
college 
days 
in 
California — her parents moved 
there when she was ten, from 
the Bronx — Miss Morrison not 
only did a great deal of work 
on the legitimate stage, co­ 
producing as well as directing 
and acting, but did movies and 
much TV work before the role 
of Sister Sixto came along. 
“ You know,” she reflects, “ I 
was hired first to assist with 
the tests of people who were 
trying out for parts in the ‘Nun’ 
series. But when I showed up, 
somebody said ‘Go put on some 
lipstick; 
you’re going 
to be 
tested yourself.’ That didn’t sit 
too well with me at first. You 
know, when you assist with 
tests, you get paid.

Shelley got the part quickly, 
however, and now is totally at

Ts Sister Sixto hard to play? 
“ Not really, except for one 
thing,” 
the 
alert, 
intelligent 
Shelley says. “ These days it's 
a little difficult to be comedic. 
And when the show began two 
years ago. my father just had 
died — but I’m enough of an 
actress to know that you have 
to 
leave 
your 
personal 
life 
behind when you're trying to 
be humorous on-camera, or else 
you end up as Medea.” 
Shelley’s parents were of the 
old school — both came from 
Turkey — and she says her 
father sent his cousin to propose 
to her mother. “ My mother said 
no but her mother said yes.” 
she 
smiles, 
“ so 
they 
got 
married — and for one year 
it was in name only; they didn't 
live together. But then they 
lived for 42 years as man and 
wife and it was beautiful." 
In one of the last year’s 
“ Nun” episodes. Sister Sixto 
bubbled over with the comment 
that she was going to cook a 
ham for a Jewish wedding — 
and Shelley thinks that was

If it were possible to make 
one all inclusive rule on the 
care and feeding of children it 
might go like this: Love ’em and 
let 'em go! 
Listen! It’s no minor coinci­ 
dence that the togetherness of 
I h e 
‘50s 
produced 
the 
“ generation gap" of the ‘60s. 
The famih that prayed, and 
stayed, together for a decade 
is split all over the political, 
social, and religious spectrum 
today 
Obviously, the experts were 
wrong 
experimenting with or 
exploiting the masses again. 
The 
only 
recourse 
left 
to 
parents now is to follow their 
own expertise, to learn what 
works and what doesn't. That 
wa\ they can produce some sort 
of family unity they can all live 
with today. 
Loving is basic; “ letting go" 
is the part that hurts. 
The 
one 
constant 
about 
“ letting go” of your children 
is ilia*, there is no real constant 


to hang on to at all. There is 
no chronological dateline to say, 
“ This is the day.” 
“ Letting go" 
starts with 
birth. Dad is the .agent, and 
Mother is the source, but the 
child selects his own timetable 
for arrival. If he decides to 
make it early and inconvenient, 
his arrival may be the first 
hard blow of his lifetime. If he 
decides to be late, things may 
not be any better. If he comes 
along 
on 
schedule, 
arriving 
under conditions prepared for 
him, his birth will be easy, 
comfortable and pleasant for all 
concerned 
. . including him. 
The whole birth bit should be 
a perfect guideline for parents 
for the rest of his life. Love 
him, and let him go on to the 
next step of his development as 
he is ready. Let him take his 
lumps if he is not. 
The real conflict in families 
comes as parents try to prevent 
the stages of their children's 
development 
from 
following 
heir natural course. 


Mom keeps him on the bottle 
a shade too long; Dad insists 
on carrying him up the stairs 
after he’s ready to try them 
on his own; older siblings an­ 
swer or interpret his grunts 
long after , he has learned to 
talk. 
As he gets older things get 
worse. His anger at failure is 
deflected away from himself 
onto a teacher, or the big kid 
next door, or just bad luck. 
Someone 
always 
breaks 
his 
emotional fall in order to keep 
control. 
“ Letting 
go" 
of 
a 
child, 
physically, 
emotionally 
anti 
practically, 
is 
the 
ultimate 
kindness a parent can do. It 
gives the child a right to be 
wrong and an opportunity to be 
right, it gives him practice at 
being a person while he still 
has the ability to be a child. 
Rest of all. the child who is 
let go to grow up never needs 
to fight his way out. of the 
family His own sense of love 
won’t let him go that far! 


Dissenters Claim Air Force Obstructs Efforts at Legal Protest 


BO SSIER CITY, La. (A P) - 
Antiwar leaders at Barksdale 
Air f orce Base say some men 
have lost their stripes, others 
have been transferred and oth­ 
ers investigated because of anti­ 
war activities. 


Leaders of the group at the

Again: Easing 
R etirement Test 


By SYLVIA POR TER 


What would be the effect on you, today’s retired worker, 
if the amounts of money you could earn without losing any 
Social Security benefits were increased, as President Nixon 
has suggested to Congress, from $1,680 to $1,800? And if—as 
he also has suggested—retirees who are still working had to 
give up ony $1 of benefits for every $2 they earned (as they 
now do for earnings between $1.680 and $2,880 a year. 
About 1,100,000 retirees under Social Security would bene­ 
fit from the proposed boost in the “ retirement test.” 
Of 
these, about 300,000 are workers who, because of their earn­ 
ings levels, would have collected no benefits in 1971 the year 
the new rules would go into effect). They would now collect 
partial benefits. 
The other 800,000 are retirees with part-time jobs who are 
now collecting partial benefits. They would collect higher 
benefits and in some cases full benefits. 
The change would automatically give any elderly bene­ 
ficiary who is now earning substantially more than $1,680 
extra income each year: for some, the added income per­ 
missible would come to thousands of dollars. 1 won’t even

Why not junk the retirement earnings limit altogether? 
For years, 1 have been urging this merely on the basis of 
justice to the older worker who has paid taxes over many 
years for benefits denied to him. Now the change has been 
made even more attractive by the emergence ol so many 
.skills shortages in our land, for to fill these we should be 
doing everything feasible to encourage able people to work. 
CONTINUE TO AR GUE 
But Social Security officials continue to argue that eli­ 
minating the limit would benefit primarily the few in the 
highest income brackets, and they insist funds should be 
used instead to provide general benefit boosts for millions 
who have no earnings at all. They also continue to empha­ 
size that scrapping the test would fly in the face of the origi­ 
nal purpose of Social Security which was to replace earn­ 
ings which have been lost because of old age, disability or 
job discrimination by employers. 
And, of course, they point out that any retiree under Social 
Security can get full benefits now at age 72 or over — no 
matter how much you earn. All along, you also can take 
in an unlimited total of outside income in such unearned 
forms as dividends, interest, rent. 
I still think the test is archaic, terribly unfair — and not 
worth the complications involved. But as of now, gradual 
liberalization is all you can expect.

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Radar Tiping Encouraged on Turnpikes

HARRISBURG < AP) - When 
today’s Pennsylvania Turnpike 
traveler blinks his lights to warn 
feMow drivers of radar, state 
policemen don't even blink their 
eyelids. In fact, they encourage 
the practice. 
It’s all part of a new philoso­ 
phy which, along with a sophi­ 
sticated 
compueter operation, 
keeps law enforcement on the 
toll road in tune with the times. 
The new philosophy decries 
the old system of fooling the 
speeding motorist with hidden 
radar, then roaring in from be­ 
hind to pay him his due punish­ 
ment. 
“ Commissioner (Frank) Mc- 


Ketta has decided that all radar 
;must be visible to the public." 
said Capt. C. S. Graci, com­ 
mander of the 227-man Turnpike 
detail. ‘ It must be placed in an 
area where drivers can see it 
for 120 feet in either direction. 
“ I hope every motorist would 
blink his lights. I don’t care if 
we never make an arrest pro­ 
viding we can reduce fatal acci­ 
dents.” 
Such a reduction is taking 
place this year. From January 
through 
October, 
there have 
been (¡1 -fatalities ■ 
30 fewer 
than the same period a year' 
ago. official Turnpike statistics 
showed. This, despite increases 
in the number of' vehicles using; 
the Turnpike this year and a r ise 


in the total mileage. 
“ For too long, people took for 
granted the idea that just be­ 
cause you have people driving, 
you must have accidents.” Graci 
said, “ We don't accept this.” 
In addition to the new way of 
thinking, 
there’s 
the 
state's 
“ computer bank.” a storehouse 
of information on wanted crimi­ 
nals and stolen articles that is 
hooked into the National Crime 
information Center. The state 
computer operation is similar to 
and supplements the national 
compueter crime network. 
An incident on the turnpike 
last July 23rd showed how the 
computer works, and sometimes 
even save a trooper’s life. 
“ Three troopers in two cars 


¡were chasing a vehicle traveling 
110 miles an hour near Bedford 
Graci said. “ While the chase 
was on, a check with the com­ 
puter was made. It was re­ 
vealed that the car was stolen, 
so the troopers knew to be cau­ 
tious. 


“ When they caught up with 
the driver he jumped out with 
a pistol in his hand, and was 
followed by a trooper, who yell­ 
ed for him to stop. The driver 
aimed at the trooper, who drew 
his gun and wounded the man." 
Graci credited the computer 
with letting the trooper know the 
man was potentially dangerous 
as a criminal, not just a speed­ 
ing driver. 
In another instance, a man 


was stopped on the Turnpike for 
a routine traffic violation, and 
the computer showed he was 
wanted for murder in Youngs-! 


town. Ohio. 
The turnpike detail has its 
awn communications room in 
the administration building at 
the toll road’s Harrisburg East 
interchange. From this room. 
State Police are linked to the 
computer, and can keep track 
of every patrol car, service ve­ 
hicle ambulance, and stranded 
car on the highway. 
There’s also improvement to­ 
day in communication between 
the troopers —many of whom 
now have some college educa­ 
tion —and motorists, Graci said.

; mores, on th e bill with Crosby, 
Stills and Nash , at th e Wood- 
stock and Big Sur festivals, re­ 
cen tly was four weeks at New 
York’s Bitter End and one week 
at Wash in gton’s Cellar Door. 
As he works, h e’s gettin g rid 
of certain h angups. He’s now 
doing with out a 
prearranged 
set, “ tryin g to fin d out wh at 
people wan t to h ear or wh at 
mood I wan t to put th em into. I 
want to be totally flexible rath er 
th an depending on a set written 
on th e side of th e guitar.” 


WILLING NOW 
He’s also willin g now to sing 
h is old songs. “ Th ere was a

People don't 
h ave the associations a writer 
does with h is old songs. Th ey 
love it and wan t to h ear you 
sing it because th ey know you 
wrote it.

Sebastian says in h is gentle 
voice, “ I ’m really turned on to 
workin g by myself.

France's Old Restaurants 
Find it Hard to Survive

LES-BAUX-DE-PR OVENCE, 
France (AP)—The best restaur­ 
ants are threatened because it’s 
harder and harder to find the 
right ingredients, the right peo­ 
ple to cook them, and then the 
right people to serve them. 
That prognosis for gastrono­ 
my in France comes from a 
man who knows his business: 
R aymond Thuilier, owner of La 
Baumaniere, one of the coun­ 
try’s best places to eat. 
Thuilier, 73, comes to work in 
a metallic gray Lancia coupe 
and then puts on a white cook’s 
apron and jacket for a day of 
checking sauces, phoning orders 
to poultry merchants, or com­ 
plaining about the quality of the 
last batch of cheese he received. 
His restaurant has three black 
stars in the Michelin Guide for 
its cooking, and five symbolic 
red knives and forks because of 
its magnificent setting: a stark 
valley 
behind

limestone 
cliffs where the kings of Pro­ 
vence brought a renaissance to 
the south of France centuries 
ago.

“ I started the restaurant after 
World War II.” Thuilier said. 
“ It was a time when there was 
nothing. When you gave a little, 
people thought it was a lot. Byi 
1954 I had my three stars.” 
The job is harder in a time of 
plenty than during one of scarci­ 
ty 25 years ago. 
“ The situation is this: I get 
my chickens from Bresse (a re­ 
gion near Lyon). I have a man 
there who supplies me. But if all 
of a sudden I wanted 50 for a, 
banquet or something I couldn’t 
get them. The quality runs too 
thin. It doesn't pay any more.” 
La Baumaniere's speciality is 
saddle of lamb cooked with 
green pepper kernels. To get the 
right tenderness Thuilier wants 
lambs that weigh no more than 
11 pounds. To guarantee a sup­ 
ply he must buy in 12-month 
lots, at $80,000 a year. “ Before, 
you could order what you need-; 
ed. Now, in order to get the 
right products, you must vir­ 
tually supervise their cultiva­ 
tion.” 
The same is true of cheese, “ I 
used to be able to go to the store 
for it. Literally. Now that cor­ 
ner store is a corner factory or 
cheese 
cooperative. 
-I 
buy 
cheese now from 10 different 
farmers. Because time hasn’t; 
caught up with them, they still 
make it the old way at home. 
Their children won’t.” 
Eggs, 
Thuilier 
says, 
now 
come from “ barracks where 
hens sit and cat things that they 
weren’t made to, like fishmeal. 
I am forced to set up egg people 
and to purchase for the year.”

The garbage that comes out of 
La Baumaniere's dining room 
goes to Thuilier’s pigs. They are 
being raised because he has 
come to the conclusion he is his 
own most reliable supplier. 
La Baumaniere’s personnel, 
Thuilier says, “ reflects the atti­ 
tudes of the boss. But it’s more 
and more difficult to find a 
young man who agrees to hav­ 
ing no fixed hours. If someone 
comes here at 3:30 in the after­ 
noon and wants a meal, we 
serve him. No one protests. I 
don't like the cafe waiter style.” 
Thuilier cannot easily visual­ 
ize someone setting up a great,; 
new restaurant. 
“ The tradition is going to 
die,” he says. “ A place like ours^ 
is a memory of the past. We be­ 
lieve in good eating and courte­ 
sy and imparting a sense of1 
well-being. That isn’t very mod­ 
ern, is it?” 
Although they have contribut­ 
ed to La Baumaniere’s success, 
Thuilier must contend 
every 
year with the Michelin ratings. 
He cannot very well lose his 
symbolic knives and forks—the I 
scenery won’t change — but' 
every year the guidebook people: 
look again to see if the res-! 
taurant really rates three stars.; 


F E W E R PATR ONS 


The loss of one star could 
mean fewer patrons, and those j 
who . came 
probably 
would 
choose less expensive wines. 
Thuilier has a fatalistic ap­ 
proach. He says: “ The Michelin 
people are extremely objective 
and severe. They judge you on 
your value, so they really are a 
legitimate bible of gastronomy; 
in France. If one day I no long­ 
er have three stars it’s probably 
because I won’t merit them. II 
they judge, condemn, and exe­ 
cute me, perhaps they won’t be’ 
wrong.” 
Grandson Jean-Andere Cariel, 
25. is trying to mix some Ameri- 
can 
management 
experience; 
with the family tradition. He is 
more aggressive on the subject, 
“ Any idiot can threaten to 
write to Michelin and that’s a 
kind of permanent blackmail,” 
he says. 
But he is not so fearful as his! 
grandfather that the restaurant 
tradition is dying out. “ Look at 
me.” he said, 
“ It’s in 
the 
blood.”

M AR SEILLE—The traffic be­ 
gins 
in 
a 
poppy 
field 
in 
Turkey and ends on the streets 
of New York — or Kalamazoo 
or almost any city or suburb 
in the U. S. But in between, 
here in this old French port 
city, the basic business of the 
multi-million-dollar heroin in­ 
dustry is conducted. 
What Detroit i.s to the auto 
industry, Marseilles is to the 
drug trade. Here the raw opium 
is imported, chemically reduced 
to heroin (in 10 well-equipped 
and highly mobile laboratories) 
and 
finally 
spirited 
to 
its 
overseas destinations. 
Most of the raw opium comes, 


to 
Marseilles' by ship 
and. 
unless there i s an informer 
aboard, it is almost impossible 
for the police to find. It can 
be concealed behind bulkheads 
which 
are 
then 
resoldered, 
wrapped in watertight bags and 
lowered into oil or gas tanks, 
even 
weighted 
and 
dumped 
overboard into the harbor — to 
be picked up later by frogmen 
working for the organization. 
Even when they are tipped 
off. there is no guarantee the 
police 
will 
find 
the 
in­ 
criminating evidence. R ecently, 
Marseilles 
authorities 
were 
alerted 
by 
Interpol 
that 
a 
Turksh merchant ship bound 
for the city contained a secret 
drug shipment. 


“ We used 700 policemen and 
customs officials to take that 
ship apart,” says a rueful in­ 
vestigator. 
“ and

found 
nothing at all." 


Safety ashore, the drugs are 
taken to laboratories —• usually 
large private houses — to be 
reduced to heroin. To avoid 
detection, these candestine labs 
move every six months.

Stefani's income was $260,000 
a year — and he earned it by 
his almost magical ability to 
convert opium base into heroin 
with the loss of only a negligible 
fraction of the original weight. 
Less gifted colleagues lose 10 
per cent or more. 


; “ In the drug trade, Stefani 
lis regarded as a supreme ar- 
Itist,” says one expert. “ Those 
¡who know claim they can taste

| that of others.“ 
The drug is smuggled cut of 
France and into the I'.

they don't point to any quick 
and substantial easing of infla­ 
tion. 
“ These indicators do not point 
to a significant downturn in eco­ 
nomic activity in the near fu­ 
ture,” Asst. Secretary of Com-! 
merce Harold Passer said. 
His 
department’s 
index 
of 
leading indicators for October 
declined slightly from Septem­ 
ber—to 152.4 from 153.6 per cent 
of the 1963 figures. The drop fol­ 
lowed ah increase in September. 


At the same time, the depart­ 
ment reported that the nation 
posted a surplus of $156.6 mil­ 
lion in its merchandise trade 
balance in October, a decline 
from the $271 million September 
surplus. 
Passer 
predicted 
that 
the 
over-all trade balance for 1969 
will go over $1 billion “ if recent 
trade patterns continue.” Last 
year’s surplus was $837 million. 
The trade balance surplus, 
once a cornerstone of the at­ 
tempt to produce a balance of 
payments 
surplus, 
has 
been 
dwindling as imports have in­ 
creased year by year. 
Passer noted, however, that 


imports rose only 9 per cent in 
the first 10 months of 1969. com­ 
pared to 23 per cent last year. 
He said the index “ has re­ 
mained 
virtually 
flat” 
since 
September, but noted that it 
•'has been flat at a very high 
level.” 
“ This prolonged period of flat­ 
ness in the composite index,” he 
said, “ would seem to be indica­ 
tive of the smoothness with 
which the various sectors of the 
economy have been adjusting to 
a slower rate of real growth.” 
Passer noted that among the 
key 
indicators, 
the 
upward 
trend has been only in capital 
spending and materials prices.
